Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 8/3 1/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's comments: 

a) The term "scattering" in the independent claim 1 cannot be properly 
construed to read on the diffracting grating disclosed in the Japanese 
reference. It should be noted that as mentioned in response to the previous 
argument dated July 19, 2005, looking at figure 6 of the Japanese 
reference 1 la and 1 lb are view as scattered, meaning spreaded (See note 
below). Also it should be noted that the term "scattering" is used so 
broadly and nothing about the wavelength is mentioned in the claim. 
Therefore, it is appropriate to read the claim with "broadest reasonable 
interpretation", that is as "spreading". 

b) Claim 3 1 requires a "scattering core" in a fiber that has a "transparent 
cladding", and thus also clearly deals with optical energy, not heat. It 
should be noted that claim 3 1 does not say it scatters optical energy. It 
says only a scattering core; therefore, it can scatter heat. It should also be 
noted that reference 6 8 84 the use of core that converts optical energy to 
heat, therefore the reference '884 does disclose in directly scattering of 
optical energy. 
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c) Reference '884 does not mention of the use of a scattering core. It should 
be noted that it does not have to mention, function wise it is scattering, 
therefore, it is a scattering core.
